President McKinley'a Statesmanlike 
Moderation Praised iu the 
British Press. 



Washington, March 311— In spite ot 
the urgent request of tlm President and 
the tacit agreement entered Into with 
him by the great majority of the mem- 
bers of the house and senate to remain 
quiet on the Spanish subject, there are 
some members of the senate who cannot 
he restrained. This evening, for in- 
stance, Senator Allen of Nebraska, on n 
motion to commit a resolution to the 
foreign relations conn a it tee, entertained 
bis brother senators and the crowd in 
the galleries by a fiery "jingo" speech. 

After calling attention to the fact that 
ho was one of the first members to take 
a strong stand for the independence ot 
Cuba, he said that if he could have hi* 
wav lie would suport the erection oi a 
republic in Cuba with nil the land and 
naval forces of the United .states ami 
force the construction of an independent 
nation over the ashes of Spanish sover- 
eignty over the island. He said he had 
never wavered in Hie belief that Cuba 
would ultimately stand forth m the 
Ktttml galaxy of the republics, that she 
would press forward to success. tic 
maintained (hat the United States stood 
as uu older brother to L'tiha and unless 
he did bis duty fully toward her he 
would he guilty of base cowardice. .1 lie 
independence of Cuba must be wrested 
from Spain, "that hideous monster 
among nations," so that the peop-e oC 
that island would have the right tp> 
breathe the nir of freedom. I w ice in -Hi 
veurs have the Cubans struggled for 
their freedom, Mr. Allen declared, and 
m.w tbey stand in sight of the goal, guid- 
ed by the master. Senor Gomez, who wilt 
iu history be regarded as one of the 
gientest commanders and revolutionists 
o<' this country. . . 

.Mr. Allen compared the career ot \\ o.v- 
Icr in Cuba witli the conduct of the rev- 
olution in the motherland. Wey er s pol- 
icy was strongly presented and his brut- 
alities" und " atrocities" were sharply 
portrayed. lie declared that Weylers 
rule in Cuba had been "tempered .with, 
unirder and modified by assassinations. 
Kefcrring to -the catastrophe to the 
Maine, Mr. Allen said Spam must be 
made to-pay for the wholesale murder ot 
American seamen, "She must, said 
Mr. Alien, "compensate for. that murder 
at least bv freeing Ctibrt, by furling her*" 
dirty flag and leaving this continent, 
never to return." "I am a jingo of Jin- 
goes. 1 have always felt that the Cub- 
ans w ould ultimately be able to wrest 
their freedom from Spain." Whatever 
muy he done about the Maine disaster, 
said he, one thing should be distinctly 
understood: It should not be submitted 
to the arbitration of a foreign nation. 
Furthermore Mr. Allen said: "If I could 
have my way 1 would instantly recall 
our minister to Madrid and hand to the 
Spanish minister here his passport." At 
the conclusion of his speech Senator 
Allen wns loudly cheered by the occu- 
pants of the galleries. 

In sharp contrast with the remarks of 
Senator Allen wore the remarks of Bep- 
i-esentative Johnson, of Indiana, who, in 
the house, after listening to a "Cubit 
shall he free at any cost" speech from. 
Uepresentntivc Lewis of Washington, 
made n speech, which, while it was not 
much approved from the galleries, whs. 
listened to intently: "I have realized 
from the start," ho said, "that the dan- 
gers to the country was the hotheaded- 
ncss of those who never stop to reflect 
into what tbey would precipitate the 
country. My voice has been and still is 
for pence, whether it be proper or hot. 
1 do not stop to care. I am. opposed to 
war and its devastating consequences; 
war which involves a vast expenditure of 
public money, which involves burdens of 
taxation to be paid by the people, which, 
involves the issuing of paper money, 
which involves a period of wild specul- 
ation, war. which, while it affords an 
opportunity for exulted patriotism ami 
heroic devotion to the Hag, will at the 
same time open up opportunity for the 
cormorant who always preys upon the 
vitals of the government and seeks to 
tithe advantage of its necessity. 

I am opposed to that condition of af- 
fairs which would take away the flower 
of the American people, which would 
put women in the garments of mourn- 
ing llinl which would bring to our un- 
willing ears the voice of the orphan. 1 
would go to war only as a last resort. 
I would not siieritieo the precious Am- 
erican blood except our quarrel should 
be a just one. and the first gun would 
bring away every American citizen tu 
the support of the country's flag, that il 
would carry with it Hie moral support 
of the civilized world; and be who he- 
lives that the moral support of the world 
is to be ignored in a . conflict between 
two great nations advertises himself to 
humanity as a man who knows nothing

San Francisco, March 31.— A severe 
bhock of earthquake was felt here at 
11:43 last night. The vibrations eon 
tinned for fully fifteen seconds, ca us- 
ing people to rush from their homes in 
nil parts of the city. The earthquake 
was one of the most severe ever experi- 
enced in this state. Buildings were vio- 
lently rocked and telephone and tele- 
graph circuits damaged. It caused con- 
siderable damage to buildings. Out on 
tlie hay n violent tidal wave lifted small 
boats high upon its .rest aud threaten- 
ed death to their occupants. 

The old Supreme court building, corner 
of McAllister and Bark in streets, was 
tilted at an angle of 15 degrees from the 
perpendicular. The ten-story Clans 
Spreckles building was uninjured, al- 
though it swayed like a great tree. The 
shock apparently was confined to .North- 
ern California. 

Vnlh-jn and Mare Island suffered 
much dniioig", the loss in th.- navy yard 
being estimated .-it not less than $25,000. 
The naval hospital was wrecked and the 
government saw mill was blown down.

cial interests of tin' province, its linan- 
iial am! commercial relations to the rest 
di' lite Doniinion niul its possibilities of 
development are sncli lis In call for the 
best efforts el' all its people without re- 
Knrtl to party iillofrinnee. Under our sys- 
tem ni government all measures of li'i_ r -

We feel, therefore, thai it is 
incumbenl upon this paper In take mi 
every subject, directly affecting this 
province, ami discuss it as it will affect 
this province, ami from no other slatnl- 
pi.inl whatever, unless it shall must 
clearly appear that In advocate lite inter- 
i sis ei' British Columbiii will he tn sae- 
rilice these of the whole (if Camilla or 
i e prejudicial to the welfare of the Em- 
pire.

ward from Pentieton. Indeed, we trust

The people of Victoria certainly did 
no! feel very happy yesterday when they 
learned thai the Senate had blocked the 
btiekiiie-Tcslin railway, from the immed- 
iate construction of which they had ex- 
pected so much, and thai the railway 
committee had sanctioned a project 
which means the diversion of British 
Columbia trade lo United Slates cities. 
They began to ask themselves for what 
purpose they are paying hundreds of 
thousands of dollars every year into the 
I loin in ion treasury over and above 
what is expended even indirectly on their 
account. They are asking themselves 
what value I he splendid heritage which 
I bey suppose they possess is to be to them 
if the parliament, of Canada is deter- 
mined thai foreigners shall get all the 
advantage to he derived from its de- 
velopment.

We feel that the Colonist would nut 
be doing its duty if it permit- 
ted any fear of possible political con- 
sequences to prevent it from taking what 
it believes to he the true position in re- 
gard to anti-Japanese legislation. Cer- 
tain demagogues have tried to make it 
appear that any man or newspaper, 
that does mil join with them in seeking 
to pass legislation antagonistic- to the 
.fit panose, is an enemy of home labor, 
and there is a risk of being misunder- 
stood and a certainty of ucilig misrepre- 
sented when one lakes any other view of 
the question. But il would be cowardly 

10 allow any fear of Ihis to prevent the 
Colonist from doing ils duty, and it be- 
lli yes il ought lo raise its voice in the 

strongest kind of protest agaiusl any- 
thing which lends to interrupt the very 
friendly relations or check I he growing 
trade between the British Empire ami 
the island kingdom ,.; the Orient. 

Japanese competition in the labor 
market is not like Chinese competition, 

11 is not the competition of men. who 
live exceedingly cheaply ami send most 
of their money out of the country, hnl 
of tiiose who desire to assimilate them- 
selves to the conditions existing here, 
who wish lo live as our own people live, 
who "waul the same wages as our own 
people get, anil who have no ambition te 
aceiinmla to money simply that they may 
semi it back to their native country and 
go there some day and live upon it. 
Every objection thai can be made agaiusl 
the i nun ignition of Japanese, can he 
made with equal justice agaiusl till for- 
eigners. We do not seek lo say that peo- 
ple from tiny of the countries of Con- 
tinental Europe shall liol come to the 
province and engage in any soil of work 
they may see lit to select, although it 
is not a dillicull mailer to mention more 
than one nationality in every way more 
objectionable than the Japanese. The 
grounds upon which the latter are ob- 
jected to are chielly that they are 
■ f ;t different race. The Hun- 
garian, the Bulgarian, the Italian 
any one in fact as long as he is 
of Caucasian origin is al liberty In come 
to British Columbia and compete in the 
labor market as much as he chooses, hut 
to the Japanese the doors would 
he elosed if eerlan people had the 
power to close I hem. We be- 
lieve in putting restrictions upon 
the immigration of Chinese, and not 
f 1 0111 any theoretical reason but because 
experience litis shown them not to be 
desirable settlers, if they come in any 
large numbers. There are enough of 
I hem here now. ami more than enough. 
We would be glad lo see legislation 
adapted that would prevent even one 
more Chinese laborer from entering 
Panada. We hold this position because 
it appears to us. from a practical exam- 
ination of the labor market and from 
close observation of die actual condi- 
tions now existing in the province, as 
well as from some knowledge of the pro- 
bable direction, which the Japanese 
movement will take, that there is not 
now nor is there likely to bo any seri- 
ous competition here from the Japanese, 
which any measure now in contemplation 
by the British Columbia legislature will 
remove. The question is severely prac- 
tical. Sentiment cuts no figure in il 
at all. If the alleged grievances of 
white labor are real, they call for con- 
sideration; if they are merely sentimen- 
tal, it would be a mistake to place legis- 
lation on the statute hook for the sake 

of pandering to them. 

If the proposal were to prevent, the 
importation of Japanese coolie labor, 
after the manner practised in Hawaii, 
we should very cordially siipp >rl it. W- 
are opposed lo permitting any one to 
send abroad for the purpose of getting 
what are substantially only slaves and 
placing them in competition with free 
Lorn British subjects, who pay taxes and 
sustain the whole fabric of government. 
I!ul nothing of ibis kind threatens us 
and nor is anything of the kind likely 
to occur. <>ur claim is that Japanesi 
i.ughl lo be admitted int.. this province 
and lie permitted to engage in any oceti 
potion or culling on precisely the same 
terms as i he people of any oiher nation- 
ality, except tlic t Ihitiesc.

They claimed that sinking through this 
obstacle was in continuation of their 
shaft and evidence was given to show 
that the same class of ore was found 
through it and below it as in various 
I laees above. The Iron Mask company 
obtained an injunction preventing the 
Centre Star company from working be- 
low the obstacle or water course as they 
.ailed it. It was alleged on ulliduvit 
mat no ore could be found there and 
that the obstacle had practically broken 
and put an end to the ore vein claimed 
by the Centre Star company. 

A large number of decisions given in 
the Supreme and other courts of the 
United States by their most eminent 
judges, which more or less bore upon the 
question at issue between the parties, 
were cited by counsel on both sides 
and. as Justice Walkem, who presided, 

said, were m ssarily of great value us 

the mineral laws in this country were in 
a great measure drawn from those in 
vogue it: the United States. 

His lordship remarked that some fine 
questions had been raised on both sides 
which would require delicate handling. 
He gave no indication of what bis de- 
cision would be, but intimated that be 
would receive from either counsel a 
written memorandum of any further 
views which they bad to offer on be- 
half of their clients, provided there was 
a mutual consent to such a course.

1. All bread sold or offered for sale in 
Ihe city of Victorin in whatever .shape, 
form or fashion, must he in loaves of 
one pound ami 11 half tlitd three pounds 
avoirdupois weight respectively, and the 
prirv charged t lieivfote shall be at a 
rate per pound, and no person shall sell 
|or ofl'ei for sale any bread except by 
weight. Provided always that for bread 
niitile 'J-l hours and over, one ounce light 
weiL'bt shall bo allowed for every one 
pound and a half of bread, but when- 
every such allowance in weight shall be 
claimed the burden of proof in respect 
to the time when the broad in respect of 
which such allowance shall be claimed, 
was baked, sold or exposed for sale shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baker of 
such bread. 

12. Nothing in the last preceding sec- 
tion contained shall be construed or ex- 
tended to prevent linkers or other per- 
sons from selling currant loaves, bis- 
cuits, buns, rolls, crackers, mutlins, or 
any other fancy cakes commonly made 
in the trade.

Satisfactory progress Is being made with 
the water works and electric light con- 
struction, and the Toronto syndicate who 
have the franchise Intend to irrigate a 
large amount of land from which big re- 
turns will be made In fruit and vegetable 
raising. 

There are about 300 to 350 miners now 
fitting out for the Klondike, and the hotels 
are so crowded that a large number of 
tents are pitched west ot the town, where 
many are domiciled. Barper & McArthur, 
dry goods, are adding groceries, and II. W. 
Main has come here to take charge.

Spain Hastens to Restore Cubans to 
Their Farms Before Compelled 
by Intervention. 

Washington, March 30.— The Spanish 
legation here late last night received 
11 cablegram from the governor of Cuba 
that the captain-general reported the 
pacification of the western provinces so 
far advanced that it had been decided to 
rpfcind the reenneentrado order in these 
provinces and allow all subjects of this 
decree to return to their homes in the 
country. To aid in the re-establishment 
of the reconcentradoes upon their farms, 
the cablegram states, the government 
will grant them the protection of the 
Spanish military forces, augmented by 
local relief committees to look after their 
immediate needs. Economic kitchens, 
it says, are to be established to support 
the reconcentradoes while waiting for 
their first crops to mature, and they are 
t 1 he furnished farming implements and 
seeds by the government, To supply 
I hem with ready money, such of them as 
are able will be given employment upon 
public works, and it is asserted by the 
authorities that these measures will re- 
sult in tbe speedy rehabilitation of the 
1 nral oonim unities in the eastern prov- 
inces.

ening foods in a compressed form, and 
is prepared so as to keep any length of 
time without becoming stale. The food 
i- baked into half pound cakes and put 
up in five pound cans. Each cake is 
stlllicieut for a meal, and may be eaten 
cold or warm.

THE ENGLISH BARMAID. 

The barmaid is not as black ns she is 
painted, people in England who are in- 
terested iii this historic woman say. 
She nmy be. and often is, a creature of 
peroxide and rouge, but that is a mat- 
ter of necessity', to give her the cheerful 
appearance which she soon loses with 
the hard work and long hours which 
fall to her lot. She dyes from neces- 
sity, and does not dye her feelings with 
her hair. 

The barmaid is the hardest worked, 
the poorest paid, and poorest fed of 
working women, those who know her 
say. She must he up between 7 and 8 
in the morning, and she is not in bed un- 
til 1 o'(doek or after at night, ihere 
is never a seat behind the bar, and 
the barmaid could not use it it there 
were, for when she is not serving her 
customers, she must polish everything 
in glass ami metal around her. and 
keep her domains in tbe shining condi- 
tion which helps to make a bar an 
attractive spot. She has two hours to 

herself in the middle of the day d 

from that time, with the exception ol 
half an hour f.tr supper, she is busy 
until 12:30 at night, and when the bar 
closes she finishes her long day by 
"cleaning up." 

Sunday is as hard ns other days, 
for from the time she is up— about the 
same hour as week days—until the 
bar op. 'lis nt 1, she cleans house and 
gives everything an extra polish. I- nun 
.'I until (i she bus to herself, but from 
ti to 11 she is busy. And always she 
must not only work, but she must 
smile. It is not easy for an overworked 
woman to be cheerful. She has a day 
off every other Sunday, but this means 
only that she hns from :i o'clock m the 
afternoon until S in the evening to her- 
self. 

A girl of experience will sound lines 
make as much as !) shillings a week, 
and others from (i to 7. and usual y 
the barmaid has people at home to help 
support. On her short day out she 
walks to see her family, because she 
cannot afford to ride, and she often 
does her own washing in the little 
time that is allowed her m the day 
for rest. 

Constantly standing mi her feet ruins 
her health, and. like the woman m the 
shop, after a few years' of service she 
is not worth anything for any Kind ol 
work. The rouge does not bide the 
tired,, wcrn faces. The food given the 
barmaid is poor and lacks proper nour- 
ishing qualities. When the barmaid 
gives up her profession it is usually to go 
to a hospital, and finally home to live 
as best she can with her family, or 
starve with what courage she may. 
Sometimes she is able to obtain some 
light employment which she is able 
to perform. 

And the barmaid, says the writer, is 
respectable. That is. ns a rule. It she 
sometimes falls from a high standard, 
she still deserves some sympathy. Or- 
dinary openings in life are closed to 
the barmaid. Though she may be re- 
spectable, sin is not so considered. 
History and romance have not been 
kind to her in that respect. . 

She is not as likely to marry as girls 
in other kinds of business, for the re- 
putation of her class is against her. 
She does not me»l "marrying" men at 
the bar, and she has no time or chance 
to meet others, 'those who wish to 
help her would have ii time limit set 
to her services Hill oblige every man 
who takes out a lionise- for opening a 
bar to agree to dentiud for her only a 
reasonable day's wick. With that the 
barmaid may have tie strength id' body 
needed with the stiength of mind to 
keep her a healthful, happy traveller m 
the straight and liafrow path she en- 
deavors to tread.
